Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed on July 25, 2006 has been received 
and the references listed thereon have been considered. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In Figure 4, numeral 27 should be added to indicate the inclined surface of the 
adjustment member that cooperates with the inclined surface 26 of the holder 17 for 
clarity. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Abstract 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

5. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the use of "means:" in 
lines 3, 4 and 5. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
On page 4, line 17, "very" should be deleted for clarity. 

On page 5, line 3, "very" should be deleted for clarity; in line 7, a character or 
--(not shown)-- should be inserted after "clamping means" for clarity; in line 1 1 , "means 
of should be deleted for clarity; in line 34, "26" is confusing as to what feature it 
indicates (i.e., the inclined surfaces of which component), and it is suggested after "26" 
to insert -of holder 17 and the inclined surfaces of 27 of adjustment member 19-- for 
clarity. 

On page 6, lines 3 and 5 (twice), "26" should be changed to --26, 27-- for clarity. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. Claims 2-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 2, line 2 "the guiding member which is present in front of the blades" 
lacks positive antecedent basis; in lines 3-4, "the guiding member which is present 
behind of the blades" lacks positive antecedent basis. 

In claim 3, lines 2-3, the recitation "with respect to the blade assembly" is vague 
and indefinite since the adjustable guiding member is part of the blade assembly. 
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In claim 4, line 3, the recitation "preferably in any position ..." is vague and 
indefinite as to what is being set forth. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 1-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Aviza, PG Publication 2005/0126007. 

Aviza discloses a razor apparatus/assembly in various forms with every structural 
limitation of the claimed invention including an adjustable guiding member (e.g., 24), 
wherein the adjustable guiding member is a lubrication member (e.g., see para. 014). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 0. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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1 1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

12. Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Aviza, PG Publication 2005/0126007. 

Aviza discloses a razor apparatus/assembly in various forms with almost every 
structural limitation of the claimed invention including the structure set forth in claim 8 
(e.g., which reads on the structure of at least some of the disclosed embodiments 
including the cooperating threaded structures shown in Fig. 9A.), but lacks a spring 
means for pushing the guiding means into the frame. However, the Examiner takes 
Official notice that such spring means are old and well known in the art and provide 
various well known benefits including to provide a desired biasing action to facilitate 
movement of a component. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to provide a such a spring means on the razor of Aviza to gain 
the well known benefits including that described above.
